Tax McGlashan bill for the division 
}of counties shonld not pass without 
being so amended as to put reasonable 
guards upon the power to split counties 
in two merely for the purpose of sub- 
serving the personal er political in- 
terests of ambitious individuals. Pro- 
vision should be made for permitting 
the whole people of a county, not a 
fraction merely, to vote on the question 
of division. To disturb the autonomy 
of a county’s territory is a serious mat- 
ter, one’in which all the people con- 
cerned have a right toa voice. County 
division may be a proper and desirable 
thing in afew cases in California, but 
more often it will be productive of more 
harm than good. It increases expenses 
and consequently taxes, and it has a 
tendency to burden thinly-populated 
and struggling communities. In the 
case of Los Angeles, for instance, there 
are no sufficient physical, geographical, 

financial or other reasons why this im- 
perial and opulent county—one of the 
grandest and most famous in the State— 
should be divided. It would leave both 
parts weak, and two weak counties are 
not worth one strong one. 

Under the McGlashan bill, as it 
stands, it would be manifestly unjust as 
well as impolitic to encourage and per- 
mit a minority faction of the people of 
the county to divide it. The people of al! 
sections of the county have a claim 
upon the territory of all other sections 
of it, and all should be consulted on the 
subject of division—all should have a 
chance to have their ‘‘ say ’’ on the sub- 
ject.
